Schools in Springfield, Man., is urg- 
ing the introduction of these facilities 
there, though the people of Springfield 
claim to use more private bathtub* 
than those of any other town in the 
United State*, population considered. 
The question is a fair one whether the 
character of the atmosphere in our 
popular assemblies, as well as oar 
schoolrooms, is not more of a reflec- 
tion on the amount of our tubbing 
than upon deficient ventilating ap- 
paratus.
